Metz and Nancy in the Wildest State of Ex- 
citement—The Paris Bourse Affected by 
the Incident—Passage of the Ecclesiast- 
ical Bill in the Prussian Diet—An Out- 
rage at Tangies—Gladstone and the Co- 
ercion Bill—Foreign News. 


LONDON, April 21.—Mr. Gladstone writes 
that he does not desire a general election to 
Parliament until the English mind is as ripe 
on the Irish question as the Welsh and Scotch 
minds are, but that time is rapidly advancing. 
““Anyhow,’’ he says, Iam prepared to face 
anything to defeat coercion. I continue to 
hope for much from vigorous action on the 
part of the Constitution, whose representa- 
tives in Parliament have the decisive votes on 
the issue.’’

A sharp shock of earthquake has been ex- 
perienced over the whole of the Island of Jer- 
sey.

THE ECCLESIASTICAL BILL PASSED. 

BERLIN, April 21.—The ecclesiastical bill was 
passed inthe Lower House of the Prussian 
Diet to-day. The National Liberals, the 
Progressists and a few Conservatives voted 
Dr. Windthorst, the 
clerical leader, declared thatthe Center party 
submitted tothe Pope’s wishes in voting for 
the bill as it passed the Upper House, and 
without offering any of the amendments which 
the Center had intended to propose as un- 
necessary to make the bill entirely acceptable 
to the Catholics of Germany. The Center 
party, Dr. Windthorst added, will renew the 
fight against the Government if at any time 
Catholic interests are affected. Prince Bis- 
marck was in the House when the bill was 


Dassed. 
BISMARCK’S THREAT. 


Before the vote was taken Prince Bismarck 
declared that if the bill was rejected he would 
abandon his office as President of the Ministry 
of State for Prussia and devote his entire 
time to the service of the empire. As per- 
haps,’’ he said, a hard external and internal 
struggle against the revolutionary party is 
imminent, I desire first to settle all internal 
disputes.’’ 

GERMAN EMIGRATION. 

An official report upon emigration has been 
presented tothe Reichstag. It shows that the 
number of emigrants from Germany who 
passed through Hamburg, Bremen and 


Stettin during the year 1886 was 
66,671 or a decrease of over 22,000 
from the previous year, when 88,900 
persons left the Empire. The report 


says that, on the other hand, the emigration 
from Austria-Hungary, Russia and Sweden 
and Norway, through the. same ports in 1886 
was largely in excess of that of 1885. Most of | 
the German emigrants were from the farming 
districts of Prussia. None of them went to the 
African colonies. 


France. 


A POLITICAL SENSATION. 

PARIS, April 21.—M. Schnabel, a special 
French commissary at the Paguy-sur-Moselle 
depot, has been arrested by Germans. He 
had received several letters from the German 
Police Com missioner at Ars asking him to come 
to that place and and confer with him regard- 
ing the frontier service. He finally agreed to do 
so. While on his way to Ars he was roughly 
seized by the German police and was 
taken to Noveant, from which place he was 
sentto Metz. The Metzer Zeitung says M. 
Schnabel’s arrest is due to his connection with 
the anti-German agitation conducted by the 
Patriotic League; but the people offPagny-sur- 
Moselle declare this to be entirely untrue, and 
say that he had nothing to do with the agita- 
tion. The incident has thrown the inhabi- 
tants of Metz and Nancy into the wildest state 
of excitement.

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OUR DIPLOMATIC CORPS. 


Secretary Bayard Gives His Opinion About 
Much-Needed Improvements. 


By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCH. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., April 21.—Secretary of 
State Bayard says that the diplomatic 
corps of the United States will never 
compare favorably with that of other 
countries until some steps are taken to 
induce men of high attainments to join the 
corps by making the positions permanent. 
The Secretary, ina conversation on the sub- 
ject, said: ‘‘The administrations of this coun- 
try, I know, have deen fairly successful in 


securing the services of men to represent us 
at foreign courts. It must be admitted, how- 
ever, thatmen without previous experience 
cannot be expected to compare favorably 
with the trained diplomates of other 
countries. Weare greatly hampered in mak- 
ing our selections. In the first place, we 
must sv apportion diplomatic appointments 
as to give every section a representation 
abroad. Then again, the men we most desire 
are una 
man cannot well leave business and family 
to zo abroad on a losing errand. It has come 
to this, that for the most part our foreign 
representatives are merely pleasure seekers. 
They are 80 situa that a few 
year’s sojourn abroad, with the  pres- 
tige of being the official representative of 
a great nation is an object to them. These 
men, ofcourse, have done some good work, 
but it is no advantage to a government to have 
for representatives men who regard their stay 
in foreign parts somewhat in the nature of 
A VACATION 

or relaxation from the more arduous pursuits 
in which they are engaged at home. In my 
opinion, there should be a regular diplomatic 
corps. Appointments to it should be ofa 
permanent character, Young men should be 
selected who are peculiarly adapted 
to the profession of diplomacy to 
fillthe minor positions, and vacancies occur- 
ring in the 4 grudes should be filled by 
promotion of the best — ge The pay of 
the members of the diplomatic corps should 
be fixed at such a rate that a large private for- 
tune would not be necessary to enable a rep- 
resentative to sustain the honor of the United 
States abroad. Liberal allowances should be 
made for expenses. Lastly, people who have 
been in the corps for a certain period should 


be allowed to retire with pay, and 
in my opinion the diplomatic ser- 
vice is as of much impo C0 


to a country as the army and navy, and should 
be allowed the same benefits — rivileges. 
If provisions of the cbaracter ave men- 
tioned were made there would he but little 
just cause for criticising the members of the 
corps, and the country’s foreign representa- 
tives would hold their own abroad.’

There can no longer be any doubt that this 
is the convention city of the Union. Last year 
meetings, national in their character, were 
held here by the score, and the indications 
just at present point to a repetition of local 
triumphs in this respect for the ensuing year. 

The National Wool-Growers’ Association 
will start the ball rolling by a convention to 
be held at the Cotton Compress Company’s 
warehouses on the lith, 12th and 18th prox., 
and will be followed by conventions of the 
Millers’ State and National Association, 
State Homeopathic Society, National 
Travelers’ Protective Association, Na- 
tional Lumbermens’ Convention, Grand 
Lodge of the Odd Fellows, National 
Wheelman’s League, Grand Lodge of the 
Knights of Pythias, Grand Council Royal and 
Select Master Masons, Blue Lodge of the State 
Masons, Royal Arch Chapter of Missouri 
Masons, and the Grand Commandery 
of the Knights Templars. In addi- 
tion to these conventions, nearly 
all national in character, a number 
of meetings are projected, but have not been 
definitely determined upon.

By request of the Transportation Committee 
of the Wool-Growers’ Convention a com-

The secretary has responded to the effect that 
while the interstate law provides for excur- 
sion rates, it also requires the railroads to 
grant the same rates to all persons applying 
for them at the same time, and, therefore, 
they cannot consistently grant the request as 
stated above.

THE GRAVE IMPORTANCE

A BIG GOLD BRICK SWINDLE. 


A Wealthy New Yorker Pays 340, 000 for 
Bogus Gold Bars. 


New Tonk, April 21.—An evening paper 
prints the following: What bids fair to 
develope into a big gold brick swindle came 
to light to-day at the United States Assay Office. 


. a well-known and wealthy gen- 
tleman of this city deposited four large bars, 
supposed to be 8 with the assayer, to be 
refined and made into standard gold bars. 
The gentleman said that the bars were from 
California and were estimated to be worth 
$10,000 each, or $40,000 for the four, and that 
an assay which he had made before 
showed the bars to be about 72 per cent fine. 
The bars were received and receipted 
for In the usual form, and the gentle- 
man departed in full confidence that 
he had $40,000 in gold in the hands of Uncle 
Sam. The suspicion of Mr. Graham, the re- 
ceiver of deposits, was excited by the 
light weight of the bars—their specific 
gravity being only about 8.95, whereas the 
specific gravity of gold is 19.3. Samples 
were taken from the four bars and assaved, 
when it was found that the bars were 
of copper with a thin wash of gold on the out - 
side. In short, the four bars turned out to be 
worth about A, instead of $40,000 p to noon 
— the gentleman had not called to ascer- 
tain the result of the assay and probably the 
first intimation he will have of the worthless- 
ness of his gold bricks will be when he reads 
the papers. It is evident that a fraud has been 
perpetrated on him and that he is numbered 
among the victims of the gold- brick trick. 


A TERRIBLE TRAGEDY. 


Jennie Bowmer, a Servant Girl, Murdered 
by Burglars at Louisville. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., April21.—A horrible mur- 
der was perpetrated in the broad light of day 
in one of the most fashionable resident por- 
tions of this city this morning, about ll 


o’clock. The police authorities have just 
been informed of the terrible crime, and as yet 
itis shrouded in mystery. About 10 o’clock 
this morning Mrs. A. I. Johnson, the 
wife of a well-known Main street merchant, 
left her home on Brook streét in company 
with her child and Jennie Bowmer, a serv- 
ant girl, who is white, and about 24 years 
of age. It appears the latter accompanied 
Mrs. Johnson only a short distance upon 
some special mission, after which she returned 
to the house. Shortly after this a little colored 
girl living next door to the Johnson family, 
went into the kitchen of the house 
and discovered blood upon the floor 
and signs of disorder. She called for 
Jennie, but receiving no answer started up 
the back stairwayto her room. There the 
chila discovered the servant lying upon the 
floor and horribly beaten about the head 
and breathing her last. The child gave the 
alarm, but the woman died before physi- 
clans arrived. Two suspicious characters 
are known to have been loafing across the 
street when Mrs. Jobnson and the children 
went out, and it is thought that they entered 
the house and were discovered upon the return 
of the servant Jennie Bowmer. A poker was 
found with the hair and blood of a man upon 
it, and it is supposed that the woman opposed 
the burglars with the above results. The men 
can hardly escape.

THE MARYLAND SENATOR ON THE INTER- 
STATE COMMERCE LAW. 


Railroads Kicking For a Bluff—No Danger 
ofthe Law Being Repealed—Petitions to 
the Commission for Relief—The Frisco 
Case — Buying Rails in England — The 
Pennsylvania’s Tickets—Railroad News. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disrarcn. , 
WASHINGTON, D. O., April 21.—Senator Gor- 
man of Maryland is a firm believer in the ben- 
fits th be derived by the public from the inter- 
state commerce law, and in conversation with 


the Post-DISPATCH correspondent to-day he 


declared that all opposition thus far -mani- 
fested comes from the railroads themselves. 
Their object,’’ said the Senator, seems to 
be to make the question an odious one and 
thus compel its repeal by Congress at its next 
session. But the railroad people might as 
well make up their minds to submit grace- 
fully, for the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mittee has come to stay. To be 
sure, some modifications may be 
necessary, for no one will deny that there are 
crudities in the law which could be profitably 
dispensed with. Senator Cullom’s bill was, in 
my opinion, as near the correct thing as pos- 
sible, and the trouble under which the Com- 
mission is laboring now was the result of 
throwing the matter into conference during 
the hurly-burly that characterized the wind- 
ing up of the last Congress. I have talked with 
a number of leading railroad men,’’ continued 
the Senator, although he did not particularize 
with whom, ad I find that they 
agree with me as tothe efficacy of the Com- 
mission in treating matters between the cor- 
orations that they represent and the people, 
hen, too, Commissioner Cooley’s explana- 
tion of the objects sought by the Commission 
is, to my mind, avery comprehensive and 
reasonable one, and must satisfy 1 of 
the single aim of the new body. Of one thing 
you may rest assured, and that is it will not 
occur in our day—the repeal of the interstate 
commerce law. Some localities may consider 
themselves discriminated against, but in 
the end the wisdom of creating 
the Commission will daily become more ap- 
parent. The mere fact of afew railroad com- 
panies opposing the law will not influence 
Congress, in my opinion. -This subject was 
given very careful attention by the Forty- 
ninth, Congress before the bill was passed, 
and those who supported it from the outset 
8 that it was necessary legisla- 
on.

CARDINAL TASCHEREAU AND THE KNIGHTS 
OF LABOR. 


Probable Action Regarding the Order in 
Canada—A Big Strike of Standard Vil 
Employes Imminent— The Weavers’

QUEBEC, April 21.—Grand Vicar Legare, who 
ranks second in the Cardinal’s court only to 
his Eminence, authorizes the statement that 
not the slightest intimation of the papal recog- 
nitions of the Knights of Labor, other than 
that communicated in Cardinal Tashereau’s 
last circular letter tothe priests of his arch- 
diocese, has been received here from Rome, 


But notwithstanding that the Cardinal has no 
direct confirmation of the statement, its 
genuineness is admitted by leading members 
of his court. 

„Then there will be no official declaration 
next Sunday to complete recognition of the 
Knights or entire removal of the ban under 
which they lay?“ 

‘*Certainly not, said the Vicar. 

Is not this latest news a prelude to the 
early and complete recognition of Canadian 
Knights?’’ 

„By no means. The condition that the 
must promise obedience to future decisions o 
the Holy See sufficiently indicates that edicts 
against them may be yet in contemplation.’’ 

Does not the exacting of this condition 
imply lack of confidence in the future obe- 
dience of Canadian Knights?’’ 

„Most decidedly not, for the Sovereign 
Pontiff has the utmost confidence in the de- 
votion of his flock. Nothing can be further 
from his intentions than to cast 1 1 
on their —— to the church. ides, tm- 

licit obedience to the decisions of the church 

the duty of every Catholic.’’ 

The Grand Vicar declined to say whether he 
considered the conditional recognition of 
American Knights, either as seeming to dis- 
trust the alms of the Knights or as qualifying 
the indorsement secured by Cardinal Gibbons. 

An ex-Recording Secretary of the District 
Assembly had regarded the matter as a great 
victory for the Knights. ‘‘It had to come’’ 
said he. The church in the United States 
could not afford to fight the Knights, and 
Catholicity being the chief boast of that 
church, it could not tolerate one discipline for 
American Knights and another for the same 
body in Canada. A contrary course would 
only result in Canadian Knights migrating to 
an American diocese either entirely or to 
receive absolution. ’’ 


The Baker’s Manifesto. 


Cuicaco, III., April 21.—The executive 
committee of the International Bakers’ Union 
No. 49 of Chicago has prepared a manifesto to 
employers, stating the bakers have resolved 


that on and after May 1 next, ten hours shall 
constitute a day’s work, except Saturday, 
when twelve hours shall constitute a day’s 
work; that six days shall constitute a week’s 
work, so that in various shops 
the Sunday work for cake bakers may be done 
away with;that no employer shall board his 
employes, nor shall the employe live with said 
employer, but that the employer shall pay his 
employes $4 per week for board; that no baker 
shail wy + unload flour; that the employers 
shall be duty bound to request their employes 
to join the Bakers’ Union. 

It is stated that a copy of this manifesto will 
be sent to every re and omploye in the 
city, and that any boss who refuses to sign it 
would be immediately boycotted and his men 
called out. It is stated also that no attempt 
will be made at this time for a higher scale of 
wages; that no general strike among the 
bakers is imminent, though considerable dis- 
turbance is expected in shops where the boss 
will refuse to sign. 


The Silversmiths’ Troubles. 


New YoOrK, April 21.—Two hundred and fifty 
men refused to accede to the terms of Tiffany 
& Co., the large silversmiths of this city, and 
to-day did not proceed to work. The firm 
posted notices that atter 3 p. m. to-day no 
man belonging to the Union would be recog- 
nizedas a Union man. Fifty men accepted 
the terms and the others are expected to 
come to work as soon as the few disaffected 
ones and the professional agitators have been 
disposed of. The whole of the silversmiths in 
this city have combined against the Knights, 
and in view of the many severe biows civen 
District Assembly No. within the last few 
days they are likely to succeed. Some of 
the silversmiths have worked for Tiffan 
thirty-five years, and only went out through 
intimidation.

ONE EPFECT OF THE NEW LAW. 

The Missouri Legislature will soon meet 
again, called in extra session by the Gov- 
ernor for the sole purpose of performing 
the long neglected duty of putting the 
tailroad chapter of the Constitution into 
éffective operation. The apology for this 
neglect used to be the ineffectiveness and 
the clash of diverse State regulations in 
the absence of any Federal law regulating 
interstate transportation. But as soon 
as Congress enacted the new interstate 
law, the cry went up that it would cover 
the whole ground, or if not, that we 
must wait to learn from experience what 
State laws would be needed to supplement 
it. 

We know already, as well as we shall 
ever know, what it does not cover and 
what State law is needed to apply its 
equitable principles of regulation to that 
transportation within each State over 
which Congress has no jurisdiction. We 
know, moreover, that the operation of 
this new interstate law will create a more 
imperative demand for supplementary 
State legislation, as more necessary now 
than ever for local protection. 

Under Judge Drgapy’s construction of 
the new law in an Oregon case, a local 
railroad which does not cross a State line 
isnot part of an interstate line within 
the meaning of the law, and its trans- 
portation business can be regulated only 
by State law, provided it is not operated 
under a common control or compact with 
some other common carrier with which it 
connects for business across the line. He 
held that the Oregon & California 
Road can make exceptionally low 
rates on cargoes destined for shipment 
to San Francisco.by steamer, and thus 
discriminate against Portland or any other 
point in Oregon so long as State law does 
notforbid, and so long as the road exer- 
cises its own discretion in fixing its rates, 


Pconcurring with carriers beyond the State 


in making its rates so as to send ship- 
ments to San Francisco, but not bringing 
itself within the terms of the interstate 
law by assuming responsibility for a ship- 
ment beyond its own terminus, or making 
itself part of an interstate line under one 
common control, management or com- 
pact with reference to through rates. 

This means that any local road may be 
practically operated as part of an inter- 
state line, and as such discriminate out- 
rageously against points in the State td 
which it belongs, without making itself 
amenable to any of the penalties of the 
interstate commerce law. Only State law 
can prevent it from doing so, if it chooses. 
Anybody can see how Missouri roads 
might in this way inflict incalculable 
damage upon this State, if not prevented 
by State law. 

What the Oregon & California Road, 
controlled by outside parties, is doing in 
that State will be done here, in the ab- 
sence of State law to prevent it. What 
Pennsylvania’s roads are doing in the way 
of pooling and discriminating against 
local interests, in spite of the State Con- 
stitution and the Federal law both, will 
be done in Missouri unless the new Federal 
law is supplemented by effective State 
law,

SAMPLE PETITIONS. 

The Pacific Pine Lumber Company and 
the Redwood Manufacturing Association 
of California, in a petition to the Inter- 
state Commission, allege that their East- 
ern business has been entirely destroyed 
by the operation of the new law, and 
they ask the Commission to allow the Pa- 
cific roads to restore the old rates, and 
thus enable them to revive their business 
with the East. As there is no lumber 
district between them and the Mississippi, 
nor any competing manufacture any- 
‘where between them and their East- 
ern customers, it is obvious that the 
long-haul rate formerly given them was 
nota discrimination against anybody in 
their line located further Hast, and that 
the advance in rates on their goods was 
an arbitrary act of the railroads, and was 
not forced upon the roads by the new law 
or by any condition or necessity imposed 
thereby. The roads can just as well 
afford to haul at former rates now as be- 
fore the new law was enacted. There is 
the same to be said of the wine and fruit 
men on the Pacific, who ascribe the in- 
creased rates on their Eastern shipments 
to “the workings of the interstate law.’’ 
They have no competitors at intermediate 
points olaiming the benefit of the 
short-haul provision, and they can- 
not show how that provision forces the 
railroads to advance through rates on 
their fruit, wine and lumber shipments. 
It only gives their customers at inter- 
mediante points the benefit of the same 


rates given to their customers at more 
| distant points. It only gives the people 


of Denver, Omaha, Kansas City, St. Louis 
and other hearer points the right to re- 


oelve shipments from California at the

Speaker Carlisle on the Interstate Commerce 
Law. 
From a Kansas City Times Interview. 

What is your opinion of the interstate com 
merece law!“ 

It is one of the greatest questions that has 
come before the people in a dozen years. The 
law is necessarily very imperfect, because of 
the many different issues at stake,and because 
it was a compromise bill made up, some of it 
from one bill and some from another. The 
one great mistake of the bill 
in my mind is that it does 
not cover all transportation between States. 
It seems hardly just to leave out the water- 
ways and legislate alone for the railways. I 
take it that all business carried on between 
States, whether by rail, water,dray, wagon or 
by manual labor is interstate commerce and 
should be considered as such. For instance, I 
live in Covington and my wife has a habit of 
going overto Cincinnati and will sometimes 
purchase quite a bill ot goods which are sent 
home by a boy. Now that boy is a common 
carrier, and if an interstate commerce law is 
made it should apply to him. There are many 
features of the bill which I have no doubt will 
be repealed at the next session of Congress, 
and some of it may be considered unconstitu- 
tional by;the courts, but I believe the long - and - 
short-haul feature to be good and just. There 
is no justice in building up the large towns at 
the expense of the small ones, as was done 
under the old system. This section of the law 
may be suspended for the benefit of those lines 
affected by water competition, but the latter 
should be regulated so the section could be 
held strictly to the intentions of the law. 


The Labor Party and Democracy. 


From the New York WORLD. 

The old parties are either lingering in the 
graveyard of dead issues, or standing divided 
and impotent in the presence of living ques- 
tions. They must adjust themselves to the 
issues of the hour, sooner or later. Whether 
the Labor movement will prove to be the dis- 
integrating force, depends upon the wisdom 
with which it is directed, and upon what the 
Democratic party shall do between now and 
nextyear. The weakness of the Labor party, 
as a permanent and growing power, is that it 
is animated by a common sentiment, but is 
not united in a common purpose or based 
upon a fixed, principle. It might defeat the 
Democrats, but it has no settled policy of its 
own. 

If the Democratic administration should be- 
gin in earnest to meet the ends for which it 
was elected, and by an aggressive reform pol- 
icy andadisplay of genuine sympathy with 
the just and reasonable demands of the masses 
prove its party to be the friend of the plain 
people and the champion of the poor, the 
third-party demonstration would shrink to 
small proportions by another year.

Beach of Tilton’s counsel believed Beeoher in- 
nocent ali through the great trial. ‘‘In fact,’’ 
adds Mr. Browne, I have been Informed by 
reliable authority that every one of Mr. Til- 
ton’s counselors is now satisfied that the 
dead preacher was guiltiess of the charge 
brought against him. Mr, Beach,’’ further 
says Mr. Browne, ‘‘could not understand 
how any one could resist that solemn ayowal 
of innocence ‘I felt and feel now,’ said he, 
‘that we were a pack of hounds trying to drag 
down a noble lion.’ He also told me more 
which I do not feel at liberty to divuige now.“ 

A COMFORTING REFLECTION. 

It is comforting reflecting that justice is 
sometines done men wrongfully accused after 
they are dead, and don’t care whether it is 
done or not; and what a compliment to hu- 
man nature is it that the rough edges of every 
grave are smoothed by even the coarse hands 
of the enemy, that individual having tem- 
porarily ceased, in the presence of the somber 
majesty, to exalt the bitterness of his judg- 
ment and his condemnation. 

Mr. Adler in the course of his address said, 
as reported in the Tribune: I will mention 
the words of one of the leading advocates on 
the opposite side, Wm.

A reporter called on Judge Fullerton, who 
Was associated with Mr. Beach in the trial, and 
asked if he had anything to say in reference 
to the statements of Mr. Browne. In reply 
Judge Fullerton said: ‘‘I haye seen the arti- 
cles to which you call my attention, and read 
them with great surprise. It is to be deeply 
regretted that any of Mr. Beecher’s friends 
should be so imprudent as to needlessly 
revive a controversy involving the pur- 
ity of his life. If alone were affected 
by the publication, I would have remained 
silent, but the integrity ot a valued friend, 
who is not living, is involved, and for that 
reason alone I answer your question. I was 
associated with Mr. Beac during the 
trial which lasted six months, and I know, as 
well as Jean know anything, that he was 
strictly conscientious in charging guilt 
upon Beecher. The professional in- 
timacy between Mr. Beach and myself, which 
commenced long before the trial, was rendered 
closer by that long controversy and was fol- 
lowed by one ofan intimate social character, 
and never during the trial or since aid he utter 
a word to me indicating that the opinion which 
he formed was in any way shaken.

THE FISHERY TROUBLE. 


Lord Salisbury’s Offer to the United States 
Government. 
Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, April 21.—The blue book, contain- 
ing the latest chapters of the Canadian fisher- 
les correspondence, was laid before Parlia- 
ment yesterday. It supplements the corre- 
spondence on the subject which was made 
public at Washington in February last. From 
this it will be seen that the English Govern- 
ment now proposes to compromise the whole 
matter by going back to the treaty of Wash- 
ington, instead of abiding by the arbitration 
of-the mixed commission. This concession 
by the English Government, will, if accepted, 
do away with the necessity of the enforce- 
ment of the retaliation act by the President. 
Lord Salisbury wrote along dispatch on the 
2th of March to Mr. White, setting forth the 
objections of the Canadian Government to 
several passages in Mr. Bayard’s dispatch 
which attributed unfriendly motives to their 
proceedings, and further communicated their 
denial of the charges brought against them by 
the State Department. Lord Salisbury in- 
closes a counter memo containing the obser- 
vations of Her Majesty’s Government on the 
articles of Mr. Bayard’s memo, ‘‘which 
show’’ he observed, ‘‘that although the pro- 
posal of the United States Government as it 
stands, is not that which could not beac- 
cepted by Her Majesty’s Government, still the 
latter were giad to think that the fact of

HAVE FORGED IT. 


Opinions of Prominent Irish Nationalists in 
New York—The Ex-Fenian’s Crooked Ca- 
reer ih America—‘‘Red Jim's“ Complic- 
ityin the Morey-Letter Fraud—His At- 
tempts to Blackmail Fellow Countrymen 
in Gotham and Brooklyn. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disrarcn. 

New YorK, April 21.—Some years ago an at- 
tempt was made in this city to assassinate 
James McDermott, a prominent Irish Fenian, 
who, it was said, was a traitor. He was one 
of the best known Irishmen in all the secret 
works of the societies, but he fied the country, 
and all his comrades believe that he is now 
getting a pension from the English Govern- 
ment for the work and treachery he did for it. 

„Do you know that I firmly believe that Jim 
McDermott, the informer, had a band in that 
letter,’’ said a representative Lrish Nationalist 
yesterday to a reporter. 

‘*What letter?“ asked the reporter. 

„Why, that infamous piece of forgery which 
the London Times attributed to Parnell a few 
days ago, he replied; that so-called Fhoœ- 
nix Park letter which is destined to take its 
place beside the infamous Morey letter.“ 

„Why, was forgery one of McDermott’s ac: 
complishments?’’ 

„He was a most accomplished villain. 
There was not a trick in his calling that he 
was not up to. He was a forger of a high 
order and I would be willing to wager my 
house and lot that he either suggested or 
or wrote that letter.’’ 

At the suggestion of the gentleman the re- 
porter visited several gentlemen, whom, he 
said, were acquainted with McDermott’s 
career in that respect. Three residents of 
the city were seen who were associated with 
McDermott in the Fenian movement in this 
city. The reporter journeyed to Brooklyn 
where McDermott was best known. Inacafe 
opposite the City Hall he meta Republican 
politician who knew ‘‘Red Jim’’ well.

He said: ‘‘I read the Parnell letter and con- 
cluded at once that it was another Morey 
letter, but it never occurred to me that Mo-

etters compromising men in this city, attach- 
ing their names to them, of course.

The Parnell letter 
was acontemptible forgery and the more I 
think about the matter the more I feel con- 
vinced that McDermott either inspired the let- 
ter or wrote it. You remember he fizured 
very prominently in the Morey letter episode.’’ 

Mr. Dennehey recalled the case of M. F. 
Scanlan, who was United States Internal Reve- 
nue Collector in Brooklyn many years ago. 
McDermott took a dislike to Mr. Scanlan, 
and was instrumental in having his loyalty to 
the Government publicly questioned. When 
the matter was investigated McDermott pro- 
duced letters which he said Scanian had writ- 
ten to him and other men. The letters wére 
of compromising natures, and might have 
done Scanian great injury had a reputable 
man produced them. Mr. Dennehey said that 
Scanian was fully vindicated, and afterwards 
honored by Governmental trusts. It was 
pretty well established that the letters were 
forgeries. 

AN UNSCRUPULOUS FELLOW.

The probability is that the en- 
deavors will succeed as the most universal 
opinion is expressed that the presence of the 
American yacht-is needed in order to make 
the English season a success. Capt. Clerk, 
the agent here for the New York and Boston 
marine underwriters and the adjuster of 
claims for Lioyds throughout Great Britain 
and the Continent, bas addressed the follow- 
ing letter to the Times on the subject: 
A STRONG APPEAL. 

Since my recent return from America, I 
have read with much interest certain com- 
munications which have appeared in your 
columns and other papers relating to yachting 
matters. In effect, they seem to my mind, to 
handicap any and all center-board yachts 
crossing from America to participate in some 
of the various matches, which are intended to 
give emphasis to and to celebrate this jubilee 
year of your Queen. The question of type is 
one of tong standing in England. I believe 
that an opinion exists that the American 
center-board racing yacht is a mere 
light-weather machine, which may and, 
indeed, has outsailed the deep type of 
British cutter in New York Harbor and off 
Sandy Hook, but which is unfit for sea-going 
purposes. The contrary opinion, however, 
prevails on the other side of the Atlantic, and 
to give effect to this opinion one or more 
American yachtsmen are prepared to allow 
their yachts to cross the Atlantic, which should 
be a conclusive test of their sea-goiug quali- 
ties providing they ara permitted to enter your 
matches on equalterms. If I am not misin- 
formed through the press I believe that in cer- 
tain quarters it is intended to restrict the use 
of the center-board and then deprive 
it of the very qualities which are 
claimed in its ſtavor. Now sir, is this 


really a quite English sportsman-like idea? Is 
it not, indeed, clearly admitting, even before 
the match is sailed, the superiority of the 
American type of yacht for racing purposes? 
Permit me to remind you that the latter con- 
stitute the one and only object for which the 
modern English racing cutteris constructed 
and maintained. There is, however, a more 
important question involved, and I may claim 
to speak with some degree of knowledge on 
this point, I believe that] am expressing the 
opinion of many yachtsmen in this country 
when I say that the presence of American 
yachts in these waters during the coming sea- 
son will add interest and pleasure thereto. 
But, sir, if the restrictions to which I have re- 
ferred are insisted on, I feel certain that few, 
ifany, American yachts 
WILL CROSS THE ATLANTIC. 

It seems to me that this question is a far more 
important one than the mere fact of losing or 
winning cups, and that at this season the 
union jack and stars and stripes, joining 
hands, whether in victory or defeat, out- 
weighs alland every personal consideration. 
As an American residing in Engiand, and a 
member ot the New York and Eastern Yacht 
Clubs,1I do wish to say this on my own respon- 
sibility in the interest of yachting, and in the 
hope of a better understanding between the 

achtsmen of this country and those of the

QUEEN NATALIE. 


HER SEPARATION FROM KING MILAN OF 
SERVIA. 


Some of the Scandals About Her Amours 
Preceding the Catastrophe—A Modern 
Messalina—King Milan’s Life ig Danger 
—Austrian Intervention Probable. 


NEw YORK, April 21.—The morning papers 
printed a Vienna dispatch to the London 
Standard, alleging that the Queen of Servia 
has separated from her husband, King Milan, 
Polit}- 
cal and domestic differences arethe grounds 
given for the separation. 

A Bucharest correspondent of the New York 
WORLD foreshadowed this separation some 
time ago in an explanation of the secret 
causes of some of the incidents of the war be- 
tween Servia and Bulgaria, explaining how 
the victorious Bulgarian army was prevented 
from seizing the Servian Oapitol when King 
Milan had appealed in vain to Austria for 
help. 

THE CORRESPONDENT SAID: 

Fortunatel, in one sense, unfortunately in 
another, the most intimate relations possible 
existed between beautiful Queen Natalie and 
handsome Count Rudolph von Khevenhuller, 
the Austrian Minister Plenipotentiary at the 
Servian Court. The too susceptible envoy 
was summoned to the rescue, and to the as- 
tonishment of everybody he rode the follow- 
ing morning early into the Bulgarian camp. 
There he verbally informed Prince Alexander 
that if he continued his march on Belgrade 


an Austrian ing A would enter that city at his 
heels. Taking into consideration the high 
diplomatic raok held by the Minister and the 
official nature of the communication, the 
Prince bad no reason to doubt its authen- 
ticity. Accordingly Prince Alexander brought 
his victorious army to a halt and withdrew 
from Servian territory, creating thereby the 
most intense surprise. The whole of the 
European press was mystified about the mat- 
ter, and the most outlandish of reasons were 
given for Prince Alexander’s course of action. 

It was only when too late that the latter dis- 
covered that Count Khevenhuller had not only 
been without the slightest authority to make 
any such kind of communication as he had de- 
livered, but that he had even acted in direct 
opposition to the instructions and wishes of 
the Austrian Foreign Office in so doing. Natur- 
ally the Queen, like asecond Salome, was not 
ungrateful, but Emperor Francis Joseph was 
not slow to show his disapproval of the petti- 
coat policy of his envoy, and Rudoiph von 
Khevenhuiler is now able to meditate in his 
forced retirement on the difference which ex- 
ists between the gratitude of Queens and that 
of Emperors. Since the departure in disgrace

The 
Prime Minister is devoted heart and soul to 
the interests of Russia, and Queen Natalie, 
who is the daughter of Col. Ruseuko of the 
Imperial Russian Guard is likewise Russian to 
the core. Inthe hands of these two persons, 
King Milan, as may be judged by what has been 
stated above, isa mere tool that has inc 

the undisguised contempt, not only of his own 
subjects, but also of the pgople of the whole 
of Europe. 

Throughout these countries it is considered 
that the voluntary abdication of King Milan is 
imminent, and that even if he refuses to con- 
sent to this course the same result will be 
brought about by other measures. His uncle, 
the late Prince Michael, whom he succeeded, 
was assassinated in the very palace grounds at 
Belgrade in 1868. It isalso believed, and in- 
deed openly asserted, that the Queen will in 
any case be appointed Regent, and that the 
present Prime Minister, Mr. Ristitech, will at 
once assume, if notopenly, atany rate prac- 
tically, the duties of her ollicial adviser. 
These may apes to be somewhat startliag
